and a light-permeable, heat or light-cured polymer resin bonding base molded 
onto the lingual side of said base portion of said bo d y and including o i do of the body 
ouch that at loast a part of tho body is ombeddod i n th e baoo and tho baco includ es an 
integral peripheral lip overlapping a part of the base portion to enhance the bonding of 
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tjjg bonding bas* to the base do *™ of said body and having substantially the same 
linoual profile as the lingual p rnfila of said base portion appliance bod y 

wherein me light-permeable base enhances the use of and curing of a light-cure 
adhesive by allowing the curing light to penetrate beneath the appliance when bonding 
the appliance to a tooth to substantially increase the bond strength of the appliance on a 
tooth. 

16. (Previously presented) The orthodontic appliance of Claim 1 5, wherein 
the polymer resin base is acrylic, epoxy or acrylic-based epoxy. 

17. (Previously presented) The orthodontic appliance of Claim 15, wherein 
the appliance is a bracket or a tube.

24. (Currently amended) A method of making an orthodontic appliance 
for shipment to a user including a body of ceramic, metal, or plastic having a 
buccal/labial archwire receiving side and a lingual side, and 

said archwire receiving side of said body including at le ast one tie wing having a 
labial profile and said lingual side of said body inc luding a base portion having a lingua' 
profile, a connecting portion between the base po rtion on the lingual side and the tie 
wing, the lingual profile of the base portion being su bstantially eoual to the labial profile 
of the tie wina. 

a light-permeable polymer resin bonding base molded onto the lingual side of 
said base portion of said body and including an integr al peripheral lip overlapping a part 
of the base portion to enhance the bonding of the bonding base to the bas e p ortion of

wherein a bondable orthodontic appliance is produced for shipment to a user for 

bonding to a tooth, and 

said body having an archwire receiving side and a lingual side on which the base 

is molded, and 

molding a light-permeable, light-curable or heat-curable polymer resin bonding 
base to the lingual side of said ba se portion of said body sido of the bo d y such that the 
lingual side is at least partially overlaps e mbedded in the base and a peripheral lip is 
formed feat mmrhpr part- atthe perimeter of the appliance body thereby enhancing 
the bonding of the bonding base to the base port ion of said body 

wherein the light-permeable base enhances the use of and curing of a lightcure 
adhesive by allowing the curing i§M light to penetrate beneath the appliance when 
bonding the appliance to a tooth to substantially increase the bond strength of the 
appliance on a tooth. 

25. (Currently amended) An orthodontic appliance for shipment to a user 
including an appliance body of metal, ceramic, or plastic, having a buccal/labial archwire 
receiving side and a lingual side, and 

said archwire receiving side of said body Including at least one tie wing having a 
labial profile, and said iinaual side of said body i ncluding a base portion having a lingual 
profile, a connecting portion between the base port ion on the lingual side and the tie 
wina. the lingual profile of the base portion being subs tantially egual to the labial profile 
of the tie wing. 
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a light-permeable, heat or light-cured polymer resin bonding base molded onto 
the lingual side of sakj base p^inn nf said body and including oido of tho body such 
that at teas* port of t he body i s n mho d u L-d in the pac e n nrt tho b ase i n r l ii d** an integral 
peripheral lip overlapping a part of the appliance body,
